JEWELL’S LETTER TO GEN. GARFIELD.

N ew Y o r k , November 1st.—The exami­ 
nation of Philp was continued this mornincr, 
the defense calling to the stand H. L. Morey. 
He testified : I live iu Lawrence, Mass., and 
was bom luLow ell; I am acominon laborer; 
I entered the army in 1861, and remained 
until 1865; I know Henry L. Morey ; he is 
my nacle ; ho lived iu New Hampshire, in 
Fisherville, 
for 
some 
years; he after­ 
wards traveled 
for a commercial house 
in Philadelphia, Pa.: I then lost track of 
him for three years, as I was in South Amer­ 
ica ; on my return I saw him in the fall of 
1877 and spring of 1S78; I went to Lynn to 
see my stepmother, and met him ; I met him 
there both times; between February and 
March, 1879, 1 was in Lynn getting papers 
signed for my pension, which I lest hy not 
being present at the biennial examination ; I 
went with him to the City H all; I have teen 
Henry L. Moray write, and know his hand­ 
writing ; the signature in the register of the 
Kirtlnnd House, of Lynn. Mass., shown me, 
is the signature of Henry L. Morey, as late as 
February 29, 1879: I also find his signature 
here under date of October 17, 1879 ; it reads 
H. Ij. Morey. Lynn ; Main street is the prin­ 
cipal street in L ynn; my uncle in Lawrence, 
Mass., showed me a certificate io June, 1879 ; 
I read it and handed it back to him. 
Cross-examined—Clara L, Morey is my 
mother, and is living at Lynn ; I said I met 
Morey on Main street, and’ now Bay there is 
such a street: I saw H. L. Morey last in 
1879. in my brother’s house in Lawrence, 
Mass.; A. P. Clark came to me and told me 
he wanted me to go to New York ; he told 
me to go to the Democratic headquarters, 
and I did so when I arrived here Saturday 
night, at 11 o’clock ; I came back from South 
America in 1879 ; I have worked for Hum­ 
phrey Bros, in I.awrence, ’.lass,, where I 
live; a great many have called to see me 
about this matter ; my published statement 
was not as 1 stated it. Witness said he had 
been offered 
8100 not 
to 
come here. 
[Laughter.] 
THE LYNN POSTMASTER. 
G. B. Adams, called by the prosecution, 
testified that he was Postmaster at Lynn ; 
letters from Washington do not come in the 
New York pouches ; had never seen in the 
Lynn office any letter postmarked Washing­ 
ton having on it a New York stamp ; when 
letters arrive I have them immediately as­ 
sorted and delivered hy carriers ; I am gen­ 
erally acquainted with the names of those 
who receive letters in Lynn ; I never heard 
of a person there 
named Henry or H. 
L. 
M orey; since 
this 
question arose 
I have made efforts 
to 
discover such 
a person there; I have searched my car­ 
riers’ books and the city directory; I have 
looked at the registry of deaths, and have 
conversed with many about him, but have 
not been able to discover any one who knew 
him ; I do not know of an Employers’ 
Union—that is, under that nam e; on the 
general delivery letters we receive at Linn 
we put a stamp, and if a letter was addressed 
to 11. L. Morey, Lynn, Mass., such stamp 
would have been impressed on i t ; general 
delivery letters are marked on lists and hung 
up in the office ; I have with me a list, which 
covers from the 23d of January, 1880; I do 
not find H. L. Morey’s name ou i t ; I have 
with me what I call my Postoffice directory, 
which is a record of removals, etc., but I do 
not find bis name there ; he never had a box 
in our office; I have never seen a letter ad­ 
dressed to Henry L. Morey until within a 
week ago; there are thiee in the office now, 
waiting to be called for. 
Mr. Brooke stated that the defense had never 
claimed that Morey was a resident of Linn, 
though he had been there off and on in his 
labor movement. 
Witness continuing: In this directory (the 
Lynn directory) 1 do not find Morey’s name ; 
there is not in Lynn, to my knowledge, any 
street called Maiu street; in this street di­ 
rectory which you hand me no such street ap­ 
pears in the list. 
Cross-examined—I know a street running 
from the City Hall down to the wharves, 
across the railroad track ; 
it is Market 
street: it is popularly known as Main Btreet; 
there is also Washington street; I do not 
know that o r Borne of the lamp posts is 
marked Washington avenue ; I never looked, 
aud would not like to say ; this list you hand 
me is a list of general delivery letters; it is 
dated on the back January 30th ; there is no 
alteration in tire date ; the figure 3 is not al­ 
tered, to my knowledge ; it looks as if it had 
been poorly written, or had been written 
twice ; the 25th of January is missing on the 
lis t; uo list is put up on Sunday ; the 25th 
was on Suuday ; were a letter mailed from 
Washington to arrive at our office on a late 
hour Saturday or Sunday, it would be deliv­ 
ered on Suuday without a record being kept ; 
on Sundays the office is open from 10 to 11 a . 
M.; occasionally our mails have been delayed : 
when so delayed, I do not know that in tran­ 
sit they are taken to the New York office ; 
if there was a broken connection a letter 
mailed from Washington at 9 o’clock Friday 
night might be delivered Sunday morning, on 
which day no list is made ; knew of an asso­ 
ciation of manufacturers in 1878; I have not 
to my knowledge known of a letter being ad­ 
dressed to the Employers' U nion; I have 
paid my own expenses, and came at Post­ 
master James’ request. 
Mr. Bell for the prosecution—I am 64 
years old, and have resided at Lynn, witli the 
exception of two trips to Europe, all my 
life ; am a shoe manufacturer, and have been 
in business forty years ; have never known 
any organized association of employers at 
Lynn, and to my knowledge no such associa­ 
tion has ever existed; during the Crispin 
strike, in 1878, 1 was Mayor of the city of 
Lynn ; in that year the manufacturers held 
a meeting in the third story of the bank 
building, 
as 
the 
Btrike 
was 
a hard 
one, and anyone could go to the m eeting; 
there was no name for the meetings, there 
being no organized association, when the 
strike ended J,he meetings ceased; do not 
know nor believe that there is such a person 
as M orey; there was no such man at our 
meetings. 
_ 
Cross examined — I am not personally 
acquainted with Garfield; I will vote for 
him if I can get home. 
John M. Hurley testified for the prosecu­ 
tion : I reside in Washington. D. C., and am 
Distributing Clerk in the Postoffice there; 
have held the pcsition since February last, 
and previous to that time was Canceling 
Stamp Clerk ; in February, 1880, the cancel­ 
ing stamps were changed, abont the 15th, I 
think ; the stamp on the Morey envelope was 
not in use in the office at the time it was 
dated. 
Cross-examined—Prior to the 1st of Febru­ 
ary the stamp used was of rubber ; there 
were two stamping clerks about the 15th of 
February; after I was transferred to the dis­ 
tributing department a change of stamps was 
effected; steel stamps were introduced.

h e w it t ’s b e l ie f . 
Hewitt testified: 
Have been a member 
of Congress, and am acquainted with Gen­ 
eral Garfield; am familiar with his hand- 
writing^; these three letters I hand you are 
from him ; I have frequently seen his signa­ 
ture ; the Morey letter which I have in my 
hand is, in my opinion, in Garfield’s hand­ 
writing ; I have no aonbt cf it, any further 
than that a clever counterfeiter may forge cry 
man’s signature. 
In one letter sent witness 
the word “ pedigree" is spelled “ pedidree.” 
On being cross-examined he explained how 
he first saw the Morey letter. 
Mr. Stoughton asked Hewitt to examine 
the envelope of the Morey letter. 
Hewits confessed that he could see '■rasures 
on the envelope; could see rubbing about 
the figure 3 in the stamp, the reverse side 
of the word New York, and three blurred 
letters. 
Did not believe the envelope was in 
Garfield’s writing. 
If I knew a stamp not 
in use was on the envelope, I would certainly 
regard it <13 a suspicious circumstance, ami 
would investigate further. 
If I knew, fur­ 
ther, that the letter came to this citv, and 
was stamped here out of the usm l run, I 
would certainly consider it suspicious also. 


If I knew there was no Employers’ Union, 
it would further add to my doubt; and if I 
knew that no such person as II. L. Morey 
existed, I would have thought it very extra­ 
ordinary indeed. I did not know these things 
at the time I made the examination; and 
let me add that I do not know them uow. 
These questions are mere assumptions. 
AFTEBNOON SESSION. 
After recess. Henry H . Dewitt, night ed­ 
itor of the Washington Poit, was called by 
the defense. 
He testified as follows : I know 
Mr. Ainger, Postmaster at Washington, D. 
C.; I met Ainger October 23d; had a conver­ 
sation with him about the stamps in use in 
the Postoffice in January. 
Witness was then asked to step aside for a 
moment, and Postmaster Ainger was called. 
He said he had seen Mr. Dewitt in Washing­ 
ton, and that Herbert i ’reston, of the New 
York Herald, was with him ; I showed De­ 
witt a memorandum concerning the stamps. 


PHILP ON THE STAND.

I hold iu my haud, was not written by 
me—not a word, dot or comma; I first 
saw them in the afternoon of the day 
on which the fac-simile was first published ; 
the 
manuscript of the 
articlo 
entitled 
“ Lying and Sticking to I t ” is in my hand­ 
writing ; I had seen the fac-simile before I 
wrote the article, which I believed then and 
believe now to be genuine; I wrote the 
article because I thought the letter was in­ 
jurious to the public welfare, and should be 
so stigmatized ; I spell the plural of company 
“ companies;’’ the testimony of Mr. Dag­ 
gett, that I denied having written this article, 
is untrue; I do not think he would swear 
falsely, but he is mistaken. 
Cross-examined by Colonel Bliss—I first 
saw the original letter as I stated in my di­ 
rect examination ; I had an intimation of it 
from the pul lisher hinting about the letter 
on the previous day ; my editorial was not 
{ 
mblished on the same day with the first pub- 
ication ; 1 distinctly swear to th a t; it Could 
not be, and I am positive the article was not 
written until after I saw the letter. 
I have 
written the names of Dickens, Thackeray and 
others, for amusement; have written Sheriff 
Daggett’s name to an order for a hat, merely 
out of fun ; ho was present at the time ; I 
have never signed any name with an inten­ 
tion to deceive. 
The case was then adjourned until Thurs­ 
day moruiDg. 


THE FAILUBE OF THE DEFENSE.

to be genuine. 
JEWELL’S LETTER TO GARFIELD. 
Chicago, November 1st.—The Times tlii8 
morning publishes a fac-simile of Governor 
Jewell’s letter to General Garfield, in which 
Jewell suggested that to Judge Dittenhoeffer, 
if to anybody, is due the credit of having 
persuaded the Truth to confess that the 
Morey letter was a forgery. 
This fac-simile 
was brought here iu electrotype plates by a 
confidential agent of Barnum’s, who, how­ 
ever, was unearthed by the Tribune, and the 
latter paper this morning published a full ac­ 
count of the agent’s secret and mysterious 
visit yesterday. 
It is understood that Bar- 
num sent an agent to every Democratic paper 
in the country with the plate, to make ar­ 
rangements for its publication. 
The Times, 
like most papers, disavows a belief in the au­ 
thenticity of the Morey letter, and it is 
strong in its arguments showing that it was 
a forgery; but nevertheless publishes the 
Jewell letter, as it would any other paid ad­ 
vertisement. 
FORGERY APPARENTLY CONTAGIOUS/ 
Chicago, November 1st.—Forgery seems 
not to be confined to the Democrats in New 
York.

GLACIAL 
MAN 
IN 
AMERICA? 


W as there a glacial man iu America? 
To this question the answer is distinct, 
though given with the reserve which the 
subject 
justifies. 
For th e best that is 
known, we are chiefly indebted to Dr. O. 
C. Abbott, who was the first to call a tte n ­ 
tion to the stone implements found in the 
glacial deposits of the Delaware valley. 
These implements are chiefly of argeilite, 
though examples of flint occur at higher 
levels. They have been found at tho B?uffs 
near Trenton, both in position where de­ 
posited and among the debris at tbe base. 
Dr. Abbott says : “ Perhaps it is a wisti 
caution th at is exercised in but provisionally 
adm itting the great antiquity of the Amer­ 
ican man, but were these rude implements 
not attributed to an inter-glacial people, 
their coequal age with the containing beds 
would never have been questioned.” 
Ou 
this point the Curator of the Peabody Mu­ 
seum at Cambridge observes, iu the tenth 
annual report : “ Dr. A bbott has probably 
obtained data which show th at man exist­ 
ed on our A tlantic coast during tho tim e 
of, if not pi ¡or to, the formation of tbe 
great gravel deposit v-hich extends toward 
the coast from *he Delaware river, near 
Trenton, aud believed to have been formed 
by glacial action. 
From a visit to the lo­ 
cality with Dr. Abbott, I see no reason to 
doubt the general conclusion be has reached, 
in regard to the existence of man in glacial 
times on tho A tlantic coast of N orth 
America.”—[B. F. De Costa.

Illr Trouble at Denver. 
D enver (Col.), November 1st.—The active 
response of the citizens to the call of the au­ 
thorities effectually checked the mob, aud by 
midnight a very perceptible improvement was 
developed, which has steadily continued. 
Early this forenoon a squad of the miscre­ 
ants raised a disturbance near the postoffice, 
but wiihiu ten minutes it is estimated that 
1,000 citizens, nearly all armed, were on the 
ground, and all the rioters at that point were 
arrested and sent to jail. 
Several hundred 
warrants have been sworn out by the officers, 
and between 200 and 300 arrests have been 
made. The city is now considered absolutely 
secure against any revival of mob rule, and 
the indignation among all classes is iutense 
end earnest. 
Should the lawlessness show 
itself in any form at any point it will un­ 
doubtedly be checked by the sternest and most 
convincing means employed in such emer­ 
gencies.

D e n v e r, November 1st.—There was a Re­ 
publican torchlight procession to-night. Cit­ 
izens are very indignant over yesterday’s 
riot, and took this occasion to rebuke the 
mob.

was seen to drop into the water, and 
neither was seen to pass the other. 
My 
companion and myself looked w ith won­ 
der. 
There was a great commotion in the 
water, with a continuous spattering, and a 
b, a t b e in g handy, we jumped in and rowed 
to the spot, and picked up the largest pond 
pickerel I ever taw. 
W hen we had him 
in the boat the mystery was solved ; the 
smaller of the fish had in his eagerness for 
the swallow jumped clear down the larger 
one’s throat, and only the tail, to the ex­ 
te n t o f a b o u t an inch, showed. 
The larger 
fish was c< mpletely rent asunder and killed 
b y the catastrophe. Both together weighed 
twenty-two pounds.

The mate did not succumb 
entirely, but became reduced to a skeleton, 
and was incapable of doing n.uch, while the 
captain himBelf was almost in as miserable 
a plight, bis legs having swollen tremend­ 
ously and his body being a mass of sores. 
Hia wife alone held up under the terrible 
heat, although she hail nursed the sick till 
they had needed nursing do longer, had 
looked well to her baby’s needs, had doue 
duty at the wheel in regular watches, and 
taken her share of seaman’s work besides. 
To make m atters worse, the ship sprung a 
leak, which the captain luckily was able 
to sto p ; and eventually the Mooreburg 
got into Brisbane harbor, half full of water, 
with two sick men on board as her crew, 
all told, and a woman at the helm, the gal­ 
lant woman bringing not only the ship but 
her baby safe into port.

found near the boundary line betweeu the 
United States and B ritish territory, wrapped 
iu its blankets, and bearing evidence of 
having been dead many days. 
The discovery 
was made by Indians. Sw ift has many warm 
friends in Sao Francisco, who will be sad­ 
dened to hear of his miserable end. 
The steamer Princess Louise, from Fort 
Wrangel, arrived last night, bringing 150 
passengers from tlie Cassiar mines. 
She re­ 
ports that on the 26th inst. she was caught in 
a s were gale from the east, the sea running 
high and the barometer registering 2S:70. 
The vessel lost all steerage way and became 
unmanageable, and in order to keep her on 
her course the jib was set aud she stood be­ 
fore the wind. 
At 7:30 P. M. the violence of 
the gale became terrific, the weather thick 
and rain fell heavily. 
The steamer was now 
clO;e on the east skorp, but her helm was kept 
hard down and she fore reached to the west, 
the barometer indicating 28 58. The wind 
suddenly shifted to the south, and shortly 
afterwards the storm abated aud the fky 
cleared up. A t Fort Simpson the shock of 
the gale was acutely felt, and for several sec­ 
onds the earth quaked as if disturbed by a 
volcanic eruption. No damage to property, 
however, resulted. 
A t 10 o’clock to-day, while the workmen 
were busy at Tunnel No. 2, a portion of the 
roof fell in and killed McCarthy, a man who 
lately came from Cariboo and commenced 
tunnel work, and severely injured a man 
named McGilliora upon the head aud back ; 
also a man named Dupee had his arm broken. 
An impression is gaining ground that proper 
precautions are not observed by the foremen 
of the tunnel work. Accidents have become 
frequent of late.
